A  writer  in  Blackwood  says  of  the 
women  of  Burma  that  all  careers  are 
freely  open  to  them ;  that  they  adopt 
them  at  will  and  pursue  them  with  the 
same  measure  of  success  as  the  meu  and 
perhaps  with  a  superior  degree  of  dili¬ 
gence.  She  inherits  her  ahare  of  the 
family  property  and  holds  it  as  bar  own 
after  marriage,  her  husband  having  no 
coutrol  over  it  nor  any  legal  control  over 
her,  a  condition  not  fonnd  incompatible 
with  domestic  harmony.  In  fact,  it  rath¬ 
er  promotes  it,  taking  most  of  the  con¬ 
ceit  out  of  tbo  Bpmiese  man.  who  is  a  bet¬ 
ter  husband  without  it,  aft  the  occidental 
one  might  be  if  it  could  in  any  way  be 
brayed. out  of  him.  She  is  a  clever  shop 
keeper  and  t  rader,  but  that  does  not 
prevent  her  from  being  a  good  house 
keeper  and  bringing  np  her  family  in 
the  best  Burmese  manner.  She  dresses 
1 1  she  likes,  according  to  her  occupa¬ 
tion,  and  there  are  no  bishops  there  to 
criticise  her  style,  and  she  shares  with 
meu  in  jtll  social  and  most  industrial 
duties,  j 

There  has  never,  bo  far  as  known, 
been  any  agitation  there  cm  behalf  of . 
woman’s  rights,  for  Bhe  has  always  had 
them  all,  nor  mnch  complaint  of  her 
wrongs,  as  they  seem  to  have  no  exist¬ 
ence  in  that  tranquil  oriental  paradise. 

They  are  now  beginning  to  ride  to  and 
from  their  bazaars  on  bicycles,  and  in 
no  long  time  all  female  Burma  bids 
fair  to  be  mounted  on  castors,  without 
a  word  of  popular  or  domestic  dissent. 

The  east  has  yet  some  lessons  for  the 
west,  and  that  which  the  Burmese 
woman  with  her  employments  and  priv¬ 
ileges  seta  forth  is  well  worthy  of  at¬ 
tention  in  this  division  of  the  world, 
when  her  sisterhood  find  in  their  situa¬ 
tion  ao  many  things  amiss.

1 1  gangs  in  one  day  when  Superintend* 
ent  Boutilier  drove  with  me  from  the 
extreme  eastern  bar  to  the  main  station. 
We  came  within  90  or  80  yards  of  several 
gangs,  bat  they  moved  independently 
away  us  we  approaohed. 

Catching  and  shipping  them!*  ea  Im¬ 
portant  and,  to  all  the  staff,  to  exciting 
incident  I  witnessed  it  from  the  look¬ 
out  platform  of  No.  4  statics  in  tbe 
early  gray  of  an  October  mossing.  8a- 
perintendent  Boutilier  roused  me  at 
dawn  with  the  words,  "They  ere  driv¬ 
ing  in  tbe  first  gong,  “and  fan  a  flew 
minutes  I  waa  hasteuing  from  Ihs  bouse, 
some  200  yards,  to  th*  "fenkoat/* 
whence  I  saw  dark  Objects  moving  Ovsr 
the  easterly  hillocks.  Hooo  could  lx*  dis¬ 
tinguished  nine  wild  ponies  raping  hith¬ 
er  aud  you,  but  kept  well  together  and 
trending  west  by  aid  of  11  men  on 
horseback  (native  ponies  that  seemed  to 
enjoy  the  fnu  us  much  as  the  men  on 
their  bucks)  behind  them,  with  long 
whips  and  steutorious  voice*. 

A  corral  22  yards  in  diameter,  strong¬ 
ly  inclosed,  with  a  branch  fence,  extend¬ 
ing  from  one  side  some  75  yards,  made 
it  not  unlike  a  fish  trap  or  weir,  into 
which  by  judicious  driving  and  heading 
the  gang  was  safely  lodged,  and  the 
riders  were  off  for  another  gang  of  1 9, 
which  the  boss  had  located,  end  which 
in  an  hour,  despite  most  desperate  ef¬ 
fort*  to  break  away,  were  all  safely  cor¬ 
ralled  with  the  first  gang. 

Then  immediately  began  a  battle  be¬ 
tween  the  two  patriarchs,  which  I  wit¬ 
nessed.  Teeth,  forefeet  aud  heels,  min¬ 
gled  with  very  positive  squeals,  were 
vigorously^nsed.  After  awhile  the  weak¬ 
er  stallioii  fled  into  the  crowd,  and  the 
victor’s  manner  indicated  hi*  impor¬ 
tance  and  foreshadowed  his  apparent 
doom,  for  the  remark  was  made,  “We’d 
better  get  that  big  fellow  out,  as  be 
might  hurt  some  one  ”  So  he  was  soon 
lassoed,  thrown  down,  a  Bonaparte  hri- 
die  pnt  in  his  month  and  a  line  to  one 
foot,  and  theu  let  np  to  dash  out  of  the 
corral  throngh  tbe  gateway  purposely 
opened,  dragging  two  of  the  boys  who 
guided  him  to  the  beach  for  shipment 

Let  me  give  tbe  details :  Four  or  five 
men  enter  the  corral,  aud  tbe  horse* 
cluster  to  the  opposite  side.  Then 
man  throws  a  boose  aronnd  the  neck  of 
one,  and  two  meu  poll  that  beast  out  of 
the  gang  as  tbe  herds  circle  round  Dear 
the  inqlosing  fence. 

The  difficulty  of  breathing  scxxi  causes 
temporary  weakness,  and  the  horse  falls, 
or  is  pushed  down,  when  one  man  seises 
his  head,  another  the  tail,  and  one 
jumps  on  Iris  body  to  keep  him  from 
floundering.  The  buss  puts  the  loop  of  a 
line  into  the  horse’s  mouth  and  round 
his  lower  jaw,  then  up  over  his  head 
and  down  throngh  tbe  loop  ia  his  jaw, 
so  that  by  pulling  the  fine  a  double  par- 
chase  is  brought  on  the  mouth.  This  is 
a  bonaparte  bridle. 

Such  a  purchase  at  the  movth  with  a 
line  on  a  bind  foot  held  by  experienced 
men  renders  it  impossible  for  the  ani¬ 
mal  to  go  elsewhere  than  to  tbe  beach. 
When  there,  two  sailors,  bolding  the 
ends  of  »  line  several  fathoms  long, 
walk  around  him,  folding  the  rope  about 
his  legs.  Tlifen  by  tighten ing  this  leg 
rope  and  bolding  firm  hie  other  fasten¬ 
ings  the  horse  quickly  falls  and  Is  held 
dawn  by  bead  and  tail,  whlls  his  legs 
are  tied  together  with  manilla  brought  < 
from  the  slcix  A  layer  or  two  of  this  soft 
rope  lees  between  the  feet,  so  that  strug¬ 
gling  does  not  cause  abrasion.  Then, 
helpless,  the  monarch  lies  broadside  an 
the  soft  sand.  Tbe  bridle  to  removed, 
the  leg  line,  and  the  Boy*  burry  back  to 
the  corral,  a  quarter  of  a  mile  away.

roots,  bark*  and  gums ;  blue  block  come* 
from  the  charcoal  of  tbe  vine  stock; 
turkey  red  is  made  from  tbe  madder 
plant,  which  grows  in  Hindustan ;  the 
yellow  sap  of  a  Siam  tree  produces  gam¬ 
boge  ;  raw  sienna  is  the  natural  earth 
from  the  neighborhood  of  Blena,  Italy ; 
raw  umber  is  an  earth  found  near  Um¬ 
bria  and  burned;  india  ink  is  made 
from  burned  camphor ;  mastic  is  made 
from  tbe  gum  of  tbe  mastic  tree,  which 
grows  in  tbe  Grecian  archipelago ;  bis¬ 
ter  is  the  soot  of  wood  ashes ;  very  little 
real  ultramarine,  obtained  from  tbe 
precious  lapis  lazuli,  is  found  in  the 
market ;  tbe  Chine—  white  is  sine,  scar¬ 
let  is  iodide  of  mercury,  and  vermilion 
is  from  tbe  quicksilver  ore  cinnabar.
